"Aguinaldo, I 


believe, would surernder if he did not 
fear assassination.

self the United States could do more for 
the country than an independent govern- 
ment could, but he does not dare to tell 
his people so. 
Around him he has

gence and education than he has him- 
self, but he is a natural born leader, and 
that is why he holds the position that he 
does.

DISASTROUS FIRE IN CLINTON 


CAUSES PROPERTY LOSS- OF $150,000 


Lantern Overturned in Clinton Theater and Quickly 


Caught Inflammable Material. Fifteen B0ild= 


ings in Center of City Destroyed 


Clinton, Mass., Dec. 5.—One entire 


Wock in the center of the town, com- 
prising 15 large wooden buildings, and 
the Clinton theatre, was burned Monday 
afternoon. 
The loss is $150,000. 
The 


fire raged from 4 o'clock until nearly 7, 
and all the neighboring towns sent appa- 
ratus to assist 5n subduing the fiames. 


When it was realized by the local de- 


partment that the blaze was too great 
for the apparatus at hand, assistance 
was telegraphed for from neighboring 
cities. Hose carriages and all sorts of 
apparatus were also sent by special 
trains, and it was due to this precaution 
that the entire business portion of the 
place escaped destruction. 
An ex- 


tremely, high wind was blowing from the 
west, and slate from the <*«oden roof of 
the theater building was carried great 
distance!, the particles setting many 
residence* afire. 


The militia call wa* sounded and com. 


pany K, Ninth Massachusetts volunteer 
militia, turned, out to do guard duty in 
addition to the entire police and fire 
forces. By their aid nearly all the stock 


In the buildings outside the burning area 
was removed to a place of safety. 


Allan McMinn, janitor of the theater 


building, was at work-^i the boiler room 
when a lantern was overturned in a 
mass of felt, used to wind steam pipes. 
The material was very inflammable. Mc- 
Minn used asbestof in an endeavor to 
put out the fiames, but to no avail. The 
fire hose was then resorted to, but by this 
time the woodwork had caught fire. An 
alarm was sounded, but little could be 
done except to prevent the spreading of 
Ihe flames. 


The homeless families were taken to 


the almshouse, where they will be cared 
for until accommodations can be made 
for them. There were several minor ac- 
cidents, but fortunately not any of a 
serious nature. 


The flre exceeds In monetary loss that 


of the wire cloth mills, which occurred 
April 19,1892. It was the most disastrous 
which ever visited this town up to that 
time; the loss being $125,000. The pres- 
ent flre will cause a great deal of suf- 
fering, as it attacked the homes of many 
families and gutted a large portion of 
the best business cart of the city.

CONTINUOUS ROAR AT MODDER RIVER 


Both Sides Fought with Great Stubborness. 


Boer Guns Served by Frenchmen and Ger- 


mans. Infantry Never Advanced Two 


Paces During "a Day of Hell" 


Iionaon, Dec. 6.—The correspondent of 


the Associated Press with Lord Meth- 
uen's column, telegraphing from Modeler 
river last Thursday, says: 


"The Waterloo of the campaign has 


been fought and won. 
The battle was 


conducted with unprecedented stub- 
bornness on tooth sides. There was one 
continuous roar, like the explosion of 
countless firecrackers. There was no 
flinching on either side, and not a mo- 
ment's pause. 


"For five hours the British batteries 


poured tons of shrapnel and shells into 
the Boer positions. 
Lord Methuen had 


22 guns and each fired an average of 200 
rounds. 
The Boers had an almost equal 


number of guns, which, It Is reported, 
were mostly served by French and Ger- 
man artillerists. 


"It is believed that the Boera had oc- 


cupied the position seven weeks before, 
and had spent the interval in fortifying 
and renderfcig it, as they considered, im- 
pregnable. 
They did not seem to fear 


to expend their ammunition, and their 
guns were well and markedly handled. 


"Owing to the bend in the river on the 


right, the Boers had an opportunity of 
cross firing on the British attack. A 
Boer Hotchkiss was directed with mar- 
vellous accuracy against a British Max- 
im, killang the sergeant In charge, 
wounding an officer and disabling the 
gun. 
This occurred quite at the begin- 


ning of the engagement. Whenever the 
Boer fire was silenced in one direction 
it was immediately reopened in another. 


"Owing to the terrific fire, nobody on 


the plain wae out of range. Stretcher 
bearers found it impossible to go for- 
ward in the few cases they were called 
upon to attend, and the wounded were 
compelled, If possible, to crawl out of 
the lines." 


"No quarter seems to have been given 


en either side. 
British assert that, 


amid the bullets, the ambulance wagons 
displayed their flags prominently to no 
advantage. 
These were repeatedly 


driven back, and compelled to take ref- 
uge out of sight. 


"It ie alleged that the Boers used 


dura-dum bullets, and made special 
targets of the Rorses on the plains, in the 
hope of hittfpg the riders. While the 
Argyll highlanders were pushing across 
the river, they were fired upon from a 
house, and several fell. 
Thereupon tha 


Highlanders stormed the house, and, al- 
though the Boers hoisted a white flag, 
no attention was" paid to it, and all the 
Boers were shot. 


"It is reported that General Cronje, 


with his contingent, retreated toward 
Langeberg, at 4 o'clock In the after- 
noon. 
Others followed in the direction 


of Jacobsdal, and the main body of 
the Boers retired with the guns about 
8 in the evening. 


"On the follcTwing morning at day- 


break, tae British fired a. few shots into 
the village. Getting no response, a pa- 
trol of cavalry rrosspri the river, and 
found the enemy's camp deserted. Deal 
Boers, and many who were dying, wera 
to be seen everywhere in the entrench- 
ments, as well as numerous new graves. 
Several buildings were in smoking ru!ns. 


"Some of the Boer prisoners say that 


General Cronje was in supreme com- 
mand. He had to whip his men to pre- 
vent them from deserting, and despite 
this, many threw down their rifles and 
fled." 


Julian Ralph, 
describing In The 


Daily Mail, this morning, the battle at 
Modder river, says: "I can testify that 
the British never once saw the enemy, 
yet -they were not able to raise hand or 
foot without toeing riddled. 
Despite 


this, however, the day belonged to the 
artillery- The infantry never advanced 
two paces during this day of hell. 
The 


sheila of our 20 guns were accurately 
planted in the enemy's trenches, and 
broke the hearts of the Boers, for, after 
dark, they all retreated. ' 


There is a feeling of disappointment 


and a continuing anxiety respecting 
General Lord Methuen. The Times says 
editorially: 


"The battle affords splendid proof of 


the unsurpassed qualities of the British 
soldier, but while victories won solely 
by the exercise of these qualities are 
indeed magnificent, they ar* not war. 
They fill us with pride, but with pride 
not unmingled with regret at the per- 
•ist«nt perversity of circumstances, 
which, apparently, prevents us obtain- 
ing equal or greater results by processes 
savoring a little of that military acienc» 
of which we Hear so much."

MOLINEUX 
TAKES 
IT 
COOLLY. 


Utterly Unmoved by Svmhing uiiorancbi 6* 


Assistant District Attorney. 


New York, Deo. 6.—The actual trial of 


Boland B. Mollneux, charged with caus- 
ing the death of Mrs. Katherine J. Adams > 
by sending poison to Harry S. Cornish 
with Intent to kill, has commenced, 
though 12 days have already been con- 
sumed in getting a Jury. Yesterday's 
session was largely occupied with the 
opening address to the Jury of Assistant 
District 
Attorney Osborne. Perhaps 


never before in the history of famous 
criminal trials m this city htis u prisoner 
been compelled to undeigo a more tiy- 
Ing ordeal than that which confronted 
Molineux yesterday, yet throughout ilie 
scathing introductory remarks of the 
attorney for the prosecution the accused 
remained calm and collected. At times 
a slight smile played acioss his coun- 
tenance, and at the conclusion of some 
particularly striking sentence i.r EOrr e 
sternly phrased accusation his featuies 
apparently hardened into a sneer. 


In striking contrast was the attitude 


of his father, General Molineux. Again 
and again, as lUr. Osborne deliveied 
sledge-hammer blows, knocking out"the 
character of his son, or indulged in 
rapier thrusts piercing the reputation 
of the young man, the aged general 
burst into tears. 


"In the history of mankind there is 


no Jurisprudence so gentle, so kindly, 
so benevolent as our jurisprudence. The 
prisoner is not required to prove his in- 
nocence, the state must prove his guilt," 
said Mr. Osborne at the outset. 
Yet 


within five minutes he proceeded to 
handle the prisoner without gloves. 


Of the character of Mrs. Adams, who 


was poisoned, Mr. Osborne said: "Mrs. 
Adams had reached a state of altruism, 
of negatism, of self-repression, 
that 


only a woman and a mother can reach. 
(She ihad left behind her the burning 
passions and appetites of youth, and the 
only voice she listened to was the voice 
of the eternal God. 
She had not an 


enemy on the face of the earth. 
There 


was not the slightest reason for her re- 
moval. 
There she was, living with her 


grown children, and doing her house- 
hold duties. 
Yet on the morning of 


Dec. 28, nearly one year ago, she took, 
while getting ready for breakfast, the 
fatal dose." 


Mr. Osborne referred to the evidence 


accummulated !n the case and as- 
serted that from it the jury could con- 
struct tha man who murdered Mrs. 
Adams. 
"In this evidence," he said, 


"you will see the body, the soul and the 
features oi the prisoner." 


Referring to the poison, from the ef- 


fects of which Mrs. Adams died, Mr. 
Osborne said: 
"Cyanide of mercury, 


the poison used in this instance, is a 
chemical rarity, and there are only three 
cases of such poisoning on record. You 
must look for a chemist to find the 
Bender of cyanide of mercury, and fur- 
thermore you must look for a chemist 
engaged in working in dry colors, the 
business of the defendant: 
You and I 


could not purchase it." 


Mr. Osborne attempted to introduce a 


small blackboard for the purpose of il- 
lustrating his remarks on the subject 
of the handwriting employed in address- 
ing the various poison packages, but to 
this Mr. Weeks, the opposing counsal, 
objected. Finally Mr. Osborne gave up 
the attempt. 


ROBERTS STEPS ASIDE 


J.O) 
of Oliio Objected to Him 
Taking the Oath 


Washington, Dec, 5.—Seldom if ever 


have such enormous crowds swarmed 
about the Capitol to witness the opening 
scenes of the session as besieged tr<e 
doors yesterday. For hours before noon, 
the hour for the house to meet, people 
streamed through the corridors to the 
galleries, wfeiSh looked down upon the 
arena where the statesmen were con- 
gregating. By 11 o'clock a brilliant 
gathering had assembled. The galleries 
were black with people, and through the 
swinging doors could be seen pushing 
hundreds who were unable to gain ad- 
mission. Entrance was only obtained 
by card, for which there was an enor- 
mous demand. 


The principal interest centered in the 


disposition of the case of Mr. Roberts, 
the Mormon representative from Utah. 
Those who anticipated a sensational de- 
nouement were disappointed. The pro- 
gram outlined by the Republican lead- 
ers at their conference on Friday night 
was partially carried out. The objec- 
tion to the administration of the oath to 
Mr. Roberts was entered by Mr. Tayior 
of Ohio, and Mr. Roberts stepped aside 
without protest; except to ask if by 
doing so he waived any of his rights. To 
this Speaker Henderson responded in th« 
negative. 


There was'no protest against the ob- 


jection to administering the oath to Mr. 
Roberts, and Mr. McRaa (Dem.) of 
Arkansas joined with Mr. Taylor In his 
protest. 
Mr. Taylor offered his reso- 


lution to refer the case to a special com- 
mittee, but the consideration of the res- 
olution was postponed in order that 
the routine business in connection with 
the organization might be transacted. 


Although Mr. Roberts was not sworn 


In, he secured s «eat. 
This, however, 


was by accident. 
In the seat drawing 


lottery, no provision had been made for 
Mr. Roberts, but when the drawing waa 
completed two others, as well as him- 
self, had not been provided with seats, 
and the speaker secured from the house 
general permission for these members 
who had not drawn seats to make such 
^elections ae they could. 
Under this 


authority. Mr. Roberts got a seat in 
an obscure portion of the hall. 
Mr. 


Roberta was the observed of all ob- 
Bervers throughout the day. His 
daughter sat in the gallery and watched 
the proceedings from Beginning to pnd. 


The formal memorial and protest 


against the admission of Mr. Roberts to 
a seat in congress was circulated in 
printed form and placed on the desks 
Of members during the day. The main 
points are that Roberts is not a citizen; 
since "at all time's after 1883 he was, and 
now is, a bigamjst and posygamist" con- 
trary to- the law; that he has been prose- 
cuted and punished for "unlawful co- 
habitation with more than one woman; 
"that he was born of British parents 
within the British realm and has never 
renounced his allegiance to Queen Vic- 
toria. After recilln'g the legal and 


j moral objections' to Mr. Roberts, the 


petition asks that he be not allowed to 
take the oath Qf office or to have a seat 
in the house; that a special committee 
investigate the subject, 
and 
that 


Roberts' seat be declared vanant. The 
document is signed by Josiah Strong, 
New York, president of the League of 
Social Service, and many others. 


The election of Speaker Henderson 


and his induction into office, the ap- 
pointment of the usual committee to 
wait upon the president, the seat-draw- 
ing contest, with the usual 
amusing 


features, went off without a hitch.

Many bills and resolutions were pre- 


sented In the house, but as formal or- 
ganization had not been perfected, they 
were 
not 
recognized or 
classified. 


Among the measures were those for 
constitutional amendments against ad- 
mitting polygamists to congress, for 
free homesteads in Oklahoma, for re- 
classifying the railway mail service, ad- 
mitting New Mexico to statehood, and 
for many public buildings. 
The ship- 


ping bill was introduced in the house by 
Representative Payne of New Tork. Mr. 
Payne says it is the same in all essential 
particulars as the former bill, except 
that a provision is mado^that the boun- 
ties shall not exceed $9,000,000 annually, 
and that foreign-built ships having 
American registry shall have only 50 
percent of the bounty rates provided. 
In case the total bounty earned exceeds 
$9,000,000, a pro-rata allowance is to 
be made. 


The bill provides a compensation of 


1% "tents per gross ton 
for each 100 


nautical miles covered by sail or steam 
vessels, outward or homeward bound 
up to loOO miles, each way, and after that 
1 cent per gross ton for each 100 nautical 
miles covered. An additional allowance 
is made to fast steamships, beginning 
With 1 cent per gross ton for each 100 
miles by a lo-knot ship and slightly 
higher rates as the speed of the ship in- 
creases. The bill also makes these mer- 
chant steamships available as auxiliary 
naval vessels. 


Eeprescntatlve Grosvenor of Ohio in- 


troduced a bill for the erection on the 
Chickamauga battlefield of a memorial 
arch to be known as the "Arch of Na- 
tionality," to commemorate the heroism 


of the American soldier and the com- 
plete union which has resulted from the 
joint military service of all sections in 
the war with Spain. The bill appro- 
priates $300,000. 


Among the other measures introduced 


are those giving to states the custody of 
accoutrements of Philippine volunteers; 
amending tht pension laws; providing 
for the eJecti-an of senators by the peo- 
ple; 
for a constitutional amendment 


allowing the president to negotiate 
treaties o£ peace, terminating a war; 
giving to veterans of the Spanish war 
the same rights under the civil service 
as are anjoyed by veterans of the Civil 
war. 


Appropriate tribute to the memory of 


the late Vice President Hobart was paid 
by the senate at its first session of the 
Fifty-sixth congress. The session lasted 
only 33 minutes and only the most for- 
mal and necessary business was trans- 
acted. 
After the a doption of the usual 


routine resolutions and the administra- 
tion to the new members of the oath ol 
office Senator Sewell of New Jersey pre- 
sented fitting1 resolutions upbn the death 
of the vice president. The resolutions 
were ordered to be corcaiunicated to the 
house of representatives, and the ses- 
sion, on motion of l£?_ Keane of New 
Jersey, was suspendew. 


Mr. Carter of Montana, previous to ad- 


journment, presented a memorial for 
some members of the Montana legisla- 
ture against the "validity of the pre- 
tended election of William A. Clark" to 
the senate. The memorial recites that 
Mr. Clark "did secure and procure votes 
in this legislative assembly by the pay- 
ment therefor and by the promise of 
payment therefor of large sums of 
money." Further, "your memorialists 
and protestants do aver that the said 
'William A. CSaik, by himself and his 
agents, did bribe sundry members of 
said legislative assembly to vote for him 
for said office," the memorialists alleg- 
ing that he was not the untrammeled 
choice of the legislature of Montana. 


The assertion is made that by cor- 


ruption and bribery Mr. Clark was en- 
abled to secure enough votes to com- 
pass his election as senator. 


It is recited that the sum of $30,000 paid 


to members of the legislature by Mr, 
Clark, or his agents, for votes, was pro- 
duced in open session of the legislature 
and deposited in the Bank of Montana, 
where it still remains unclaimed by Mr. 
Clark. The sum of ?35,000, it is alleged, 
was to be paid for the votes of four mem- 
bers of the legislature. It is alleged that 
the $30,000 is but a small fraction of the 
amount expended by Mr. Clark to com- 
pass his election. The memorialists of- 
fer to show to the senate ample evidence 
to establish the charges they make. 


Mr. Carter also presented a petition 


asking for an early and full hearing of 
the charges against »Senator Clark, 
which are set out fully in the petition. 


The petition declares that "for the 


purpose of securing the support of mem- 
bers of said legislature to vote for and 
elect the saW William A. Clark, he did 
confederate and conspire with 'parties 
named and unnamed by the petitioners' 
to corrupt, -brioe and buy the members 
of said legislative assembly and to 
thereby secure their votes in behalf of 
the candidacy of said "William A. Clark." 


It is alleged that Clark did in the fur- 


therance of his desires pay large sums 
of money to the members of the legisla- 
ture for their votes. The petition then 
names a number of members of the leg- 
islature, with sums they are alleged to 
have received set opposite their names. 
These sums aggregate, according to the 
petition, about 5500,000. 


In addition to the sums alleged to have 


been paid by Mr. Clark to persons named 
for their votes or influence, it is asserted 
that Senator Clark offered to various 
persons for their votes or influence sums 
aggregating $175,000. 


Jernegan Stockholders Made Happy. 


Boston, Dec. 5.—There was a steady 


procession of stockholders of the Elec- 
trolytic Marine Salts company passing 
through the offices of the State Street 
Trust company yesterday, receiving a 
final dividend of 6 percent on 
their 


stock, the certificates of which they sur- 
rendered to the trustees. 
The pay- 


ments were made by check, and, as all 
the preliminaries for a settlement had 
been made there was no delay in the 
transaction. 
This winds up the brill- 


iant and attractive scheme of Hev. 
Prescott F. Jernegan to extract gold 
from sea water, so far as the committee 
appointed to take charge of the settle- 
ment of its affairs is concerned, and 
from a possible dividend of nothing the 
committee has secured total dividends 
of 36 percent on the par value of the 
stock. 
As a great portion of the 950,000 


shares was bought at prices ranging 
from 60 cents to a dollar, this means that 
the committee has been able to pay 
nearly 50 percent on the total invest- 
ment 


Hay a Full Fledged Consul. 


Washington, Dec. 5.—The state de- 


partment yesterday gave out this formal 
announcement:

appointed Abelbert S. Hay 
of New 


Hampshire consul of the United States 
at Pretoria, Soush Africa republic, Dec.

He is beyond 


a doubt a full-fledged consul, and a« 
there cannot be two men holding the 
same place, Mr. Macrum must have 
lost his place as consul at Pretoria bty 
this appointment. 
Technically he is 


on leave of absence, his request for such 
a leave having been granted by the 
state department with permission for 
him to return to the United States.

His great 


eoul now rests in eternal peace. 
His 


private life was pure and elevated, while 
his public career was ever distinguished 
by large capacity, stainless integrity 
and exalted motives. 
He has been re- 


moved from the high office which he 
honored and dignified, but his lofty 
character, his devotion to duty, his 
honesty of purpose, and noble virtues 
remain with us a priceless legacy and 
•sample. 


The Fifty-sixth congress convenes in 


its first regular session with the coun- 
try in a condition of unusual prosperity, 
Of universal good will among the people 
at home and in relations of peace and 
friendship with every government of the 
world. 
Our foreign commerce has 


•hown great increase in volume and 
Value. 
The combined imports and ex- 


ports for the year are the largest ever 
Shown by a single year in all our his- 
tory. 
Our exports for 1899 alone ex- 


ceeded by more than $1,000,000,000 our 
imports and exports combined In 1870. 
The imports per capita are 20 percent 
less than in 1870, while the exports per 
capita are 58 percent more than in 1S70, 
•bowing the enlarged capacity of the 
United States to satisfy the wants at its 
own increasing population, as well asfco 
contribute to thosa of the peoples of 
•ther nation*. 


Exports of agricultural products were 


1784,776,142. 
Of manufactured products 


we exported in value $339,592,146, being 
largsr than any previous year. It is a 
poteworthy fact that the only years in 
all our history when the products of our 
manufactories sold abroad exceeded 
those bought abroad were 1898 and 1S99. 


Government receipts from all sources 


for the fiscal year, ending June SO, 1S99, 
Including $11,798,814.14, part payment 
of the Central Pacifie railroad indebted- 
ness, aggregated $610,982,004.35. 
Cus- 


toms receipts were 1206,128,481.75, and 
those from Internal revenue 5273,437,- 
161.51. 


For the fiscal year the expenditures 


were $700,093,564.02, leaving a deficit of 
$89,111,559.67. 


The secretary of the treasury esti- 


mates that the receipts for the current 
fiscal year will aggregate 5640,958,112, 
and upon the basis of present appro- 
priations the expenditures will aggre- 
gate $600,858,112, leaving a surplus of 
$40,000,000. 


For the fiscal year ended JimeSO, 1899, 


the internal revenue receipts were in- 
creased about $100,000,000. 


The present gratifying strength of 


the treasury is shown by the fact that 
on Dec. 1, 1899, the available cash bal- 
ance was $278,004,837.72, of which $239,- 
744,905.38 was in gold coin and bullion. 
The conditions of confidence which pre- 
vail throughout 
the country have 


brought gold into more general use, and 
customs receipts are now almost entirely 
paid in that coin. 


AS TO FINANCE. 


The-strong position of the treasury 


with respect to cash on hand and the 
favorable showing made by the reve- 
nues have made it possible for the sec- 
rotary of the treasury to take action un- 
der the provisions of section 3694, re- 
vised statutes, relating to the sinking 
fund. 
Receipts exceeded expenditures 


for the first five months of the current 
fiscal year by $13,413,389.91, and, as men- 
tioned above, the secretary of 
the 


treasury estimates that there will be a 
surplus of approximately $40,000,000 at 
the end of the year. Under such condi- 
tions, it was deemnd advisable and prop- 
er to resume compliance with tha pro- 
jWsionfc of the sinking fund *r«n\ which 
for eight years has not been done, be- 
cause of deficiencies In the revenues. 
tho treasury department, therefore, of- 
fered to purchase during November $25,- 
800,000 of the 5 percent loan of 1904, or 
the 4 percent funded loan of 1907, at the 
j 


'current market price. The amount of- 
fered and purehased during November 
was 118,408,600. 
The premium paid by 


the government on suoh purchases was 
12,263,521, and the net saving in interest 
Was about $2,885,000. 


The success of this operation was 


sufficient to induce the government to 
continue the offer to purchase bonds 
jto and including Dec. 23, instant, unless 
the remainder of the $25,000,000 called 
for should be presented In the meantime 
for redemption. 


Increased activity in Industry, with 


Ita welcome attendant—a larger em- 
ployment for labor at higher wages— 
gives to the body of the people a larger 
power ito absorb the circulating medium. 
It Is further true that year by year, with 
large areas of land under cultivation, the 
increasing volume of agricultural prod- 
ucts, cotton, corn and wheat, call for a 
larger volume of money supply. 
This 


Is especially noticeable at the crop-har- 
vesting and crop-moving period. 


In its earlier history, the national 


banking act seemed to prove a reason- 
able avenue through which needful ad- 
ditions to the circulation could from 
time to time be made. Changing condi- 
tions have apparently rendered it now 
Inoperative to that end. The high mar- 
gin in bond securities required, result- 
ing from large premiums which govern- 
ment bonds command in the market or 
the tax on note Issues, or both operating 
together, appear to be influences which 
impair its public utility. 


The attention of congress is respect- 


fully Invited to this important matter, 
with the view of ascertaining whether or 
not such reasonable modifications can 
be made In the national banking act 
as will render its service in the par- 
ticulars here referred to more re- 
sponsive to the people's needs. I again 
urge that national banks be authorized 
to organize with a capital of $25,000. 


I urgently recommend that, to support 


the existing gold standard, and to main- 
tain "the parity In value of the coins 
of the two metals (ffold and silver), and 
the equal power of every dollar at all 
times in the market, and in the payment 
of debts," the secretary of the treasury 
be giwn additional power and charged 
with the duty to sell United States bonds 
and to employ such other means as may 
be necessary to these ends. 
The au- 


thority should include the power to sell 


bonds on long and short time, as condl- 
. tlons may require, and should provide 
for a rate of interest lower than that 
fixed by the act of Jan. 14,1875. 
While 


there is now no commercial fright which 
withdraws gold from 'the government, 
but, on the contrary, such widespread 
confidence that gold seeks the treas- 
ury, demanding paper money in ex- 
change, yet the very situation points to 
the present as the most fitting time, to 
•jiake adequate provision to insure (he 
continuance of the gold standard, and 
of public confidence in the ability and 
purpose of the government to meet all 
IU obligations In the money which the 
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civilized world recognizes as the 
The financial transactions of the govern- 
ment are conducted upon a gold basis. 


We receive gold when we sell United 


States bonds and use gold for their pay- 
ment. We are maintaining the parity 
of all the money issued or coined by au- 
thority o£ the government. "We are do- 
Ing these tiling with the means at band. 
Happily at the present time we are not 
compelled to resort to loans to supply 
gold. It has been done in the past, how- 
ever, and may have to be done in the 
future. It behooves us, therefore, to 
provide at once the best means to meet 
the emergency when It arises, and the 
best means are those which are the most 
certain and economical. Those now au- 
thorized have the virtue, neither of di- 
rectness nor economy. We have already 
eliminated one of the causes of our 
financial plight and embarrassment dur- 
ing the years 1893, 1894, 1S95 and 1896. 
Our receipts now equal our expendi- 
tures; deficient revenues 'no long-er 
create alarm. Let us remove the only 
remaining cause by conferring the full 
and necessary power on the secretary of 
the treasury and impose upon him the 
duty to uphold the present gold standard 
l»'d preserve the coins of the two mutals 
on a parity vfUh eacb«ther, which is the 
repeatedly declared policy of the United 
States. 


In this connection, I repeat my former 


recommendations that a portion of the 
gold holdings shall be placed in a trust 
fund from which greenbacks shall be 
redeemed upon presentation, but when 
once redeemed shall not thereafter be 
paid out except for gold. 


THE MERCHANT MARINE. 


The value of an American merchant 


marine to the extension of our com- 
mercial trade and the strengthening of 
our power upon the sea Invites the im- 
mediate action of tha congress. Our 
national development will be one-sided 
and unsatisfactory so long as the re- 
markable growth of our inland Indus- 
tries remains unaccompanied by prog- 
ress on the seas. There is no lack of 
constitutional authority for legislation 
which rhill give to the country maritime 
strengUi commensurate with Its Indus- 
trial achievements and with its rank 
among the nations of the earth. 


The past year has recorded excep- 


tional activity in our shipyards and the 
promises of continual prosperity in 
shipbuilding are abundant. Advanced 
legislation for the protection of our sea- 
men has (been enacted. Our coast trade, 
under regulations wisely framed at the 
beginning of the government and since, 
shows results for the past fiscal year un- 
equaled in our records of those of any 
other power. "We shall fail to realize 
our opportunities, however, if we com- 
placently regard only matters at home 
and blind ourselves to tha necessity ot, 
securing our share in the valuable carry- 
ing trade of the world. 


Last year American vessels trans- 


ported a. smaller share of our exports 
and imports than during any former 
year in all our history, and the measure 
of our dependence upon foreign shipping 
was painfully manifested to our people. 


The other great nations have not hesi- 


tated to adopt the required means to de- 
velop their shipping as a factor In na- 
tional defense and as one of the surest 
and speediest means of obtaining for 
their producers a share In foreign mar- 
kets. The expense Is as nothing com- 
pared to the advantage to be achieved. 
The re-establishment of our merchant 
marine involves in a large measure our 
continued industrial progress and the 
extension of our commercial triumphs. 


THE CONTROL OF TRUSTS. 


Combinations of capital organized 


Into trusts to control the conditions of 
trade among our citizens are justly pro- 
voking public discussion, and should 
early claim the attention of the congress. 
The industrial commission, engaged in 
extended hearings upon the subject of 
combinations ia restraint of trade and 
competition, have not yet completed 
iheir investigation. The subject' is one 
giving rise to many divergent views as 
to the extent of the injuries to the pub- 
lic which may result from large com- 
binations concentrating more or less 
numerous enterprises and establish- 
ments. It is universally conceded that 
combinations which engross or control 
the market of any commodity necessary 
to the general community by suppress- 
ing natural and ordinary competition j 
whereby prices are unduly enhanced to i 
the general consumer are obnoxious not 
only to the common law, but also to the , 
public welfare. There must be a remedy 
i 


for the evils involved in such organiza- j 
tlons. If the present law can be ex- I 
tended more certainly to control or check j 
these monopolies or trusts. It should be 
done without delay. 


An act to protect trade and com- 


merce against unlawful restraints and 
monopolies was passed by congress on 
the 2nd of July, 1890. Ttaa/provisions of 
this statute are comprehensive and 
stringent; It declares every contract 
or combination, in the form of a trust 
or otherwise, to be unlawful. It de- 
nominates as a criminal every pwson 
who makes any such contract or engages 
in any such combination or conspiracy 
and provides a punishment by fine or 
imprisonment. It invests the several 
circuit courts of the United States with 
jurisdiction to prevent and restrain vio- 
lations of the act. The act is aimed at 
every kind of combination In the nature 
of a trust or monopoly in restraint of 
interstate or international commerce. 


The prosecution by the United States 


of offenses under the act of 1890 has been 
frequently resorted to in the federal 
courts, and notable efforts in the re- 
straint of Interstate commerce such as 
the Trans-Missouri Freight association 
and the Joint Traffic association have 
been successfully opposed and sup- 
pressed. 


President Cleveland In his annual mes- 


sage of Dec. 7, 1S96, after stating the 


••/Us of these trust combinations, says: 
"Though congress has attempted to dea> 
with this matter by legislation, the laws 
passed for that purpose thus far have 
proved Ineffective not because of any 
lack of disposition or attempt to enforce 
them, but simply because the laws 
themselves as Interpreted by the courts 
do not reach the difficulty. The decision 
of our highest court on this precise ques- 
tion renders It quite doubtful whether 
the evils of trusts and monopolies can 
be adequately treated through federal 
action, unless they seek directly and 
purposely to Include in their objects 
transportation or intercourse between 
states or between the United States and 
foreign countries." 


The state legislation to which Presi- 


dent Cleveland looked for relief from the 
evils of trusts has failed to accomplish 
fully that object. It Is apparent that 
uniformity of legislation upon this sub- 
ject In the several states IB much to be 
desired. It is to be hoped that such uni- 
formity may be obtained and that means 
may be found for congress to supple- 
ment state legislation. The whole ques- 
tion is so important and far reaching 
that I am sure no part of it will be lightly 
considered* 


Otfft DELATIONS 'ABROAD. 


The claim of the Austro-Hungarlan 


government for indemnity for the kill- 
ing of certain subjects by the authori- 
ties at Lattimer, Pa., while suppress- 
ing an unlawful tumult of miners, Sept. 
10, 1897, In view of the verdict of ac- 
quittal rendered by the court before 
which the sheriff and his deputies were 
tried for murder, has been declined. 


It is gratifying to know that the Bel- 


gian government has mitigated the re- 
strictions on the importation of cattle 
from the United States. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


The contract of the Maritime Canal 


company of Nicaragua was declared 
forfeited by the Nicaraguan government 
in October on the ground of non-fulfil- 
ment. The Maritime Canal company 
has lodged a protest. The Nlcaraguan 
canal commission having completed its 
labors, was dissolved on May 31, and on 
June 10 a ne>w commission, the Isthmian 
canal commission, was organized. This 
commission entered promptly upon the 
work intrusted to it, and is now carrying 
on examination in Nicaragua along the 
route of the Panama canal. The work 
will be prosecuted as expeditiously as 
possible. The importance of this work 
cannot be too strongly pressed upon 
congress. 


CORDIALJTY WITH GERMANY. 
Our relations with Germany continue 


to be most cordial. The increasing in- 
timacy has been marked by permission 
for the landing on our shores of a cable 
from Borkum Emden, and the con- 
clusion of a parcel post convention with 
the German empire. The several gov- 
ernments of the empire seem reluctant 
to admit the natural excellence of our 
food productions. It is to be hoped that 
In time the two governments will act in 
common accord to insure the purity and 
wholeaomeness of all food products im- 
ported by either country from the other. 
Efforts to obtain for the American life 
Insurance companies a full hearing as 
to their business operations in Prussia 
have happily succeeded. 


THE CANADIAN COMMISSION. 
In my last annual message I referred 


to the pending negotiations with Great 
Britain In respect to Canada. A joint 
high commission had been created for 
the purpose of adjusting all unsettled 
questions between the United States and 
Canada, embracing 12 subjects. Apart 
from these questions the most friendly 
disposition has marked the intercourse 
of the United States with Great Britain, 


THE 'BOER WAR. 


This government has maintained an 


attitude of neutrality in the unfortunate 
contest between Great Britain and the 
Boer states of South Africa. The United 
States representative at Pretoria was 
early Instructed to see that all neutral 
American interests be respected by the 
combatants. Upon the withdrawal ol 
the British agent from Pretoria the 
United States consul was authorized to 
exercise the customary good offices of a 
newtral for the care of British interests. 
In the discharge of this function oppor- 
tunity has been afforded to show the im- 
partiality of this government toward 
both the combatants. 


THE ITALIAN LYNCHING. 


For the fourth time in the present dec- 


ade question has arisen with the gov- 
ernment of Italy In regard to the lynch- 
ing of Italian subjects. The latest of 
these deplorable events occurred in 
Tallula, La., whereby five unfortunates 
of Italian origin were taken from jail 
and hanged. The authorities of the 
state and representatives of the Italian 
embassy have separately investigated 
the occurrence. A satisfactory solution 
will doubtless be reached. 


The president refers to the necessity 


of a cable to Manila, mentioned in his 
message of last February. He recom- 
mends that in case congress should not 
take measures to bring about this re- 
sult the postmaster general be author- 
ized to invite competitive bids for the 
establishment of a cable. 


OUR PLEDGE TO CUBA. 


My annual message of last year was 


necessarily devoted to the results of the 
Spanish war and the conditions it im- 
posed for the future. The treaty of 
peace has restored friendly relations be- 
tween the two powers. The withdrawal 
of the authority of Spain from the island 
of Cuba was effected by the 1st of Janu- 
ary, so that the full re-establishment of 
peace found the relinquished territory 
held by us in trust for the inhabitants, 
under the direction of the executive to 
build up that tranquil development of 
the domestic state as proclaimed in the 
Joint resolution adopted by congress, by 
which the United States disclaimed any 
disposition or intention to exercise 
sovereignty, jurisdiction or control over 
Cuba. 


By the treaty of peace the Spanish peo- 


ple of the island have until April 11,1900, 
to elect whether they will remain citi- 
sens of Spmin or become citizens of Cuba, 
By that time the result of the census will 
be tabulated and we shall proceed to 
provide for elections which will commit 
the municipal government of the island 
to the officers elected by the people. In 
the meantime and so long as we exercise 
control over the island the products of 
Cuba shoujd have a market in the United 
States on as good terms as are given to 
the West India jslands. For the relief 
of the distressed in the Island of Cuba 


the war department has Issued supplies 
to destitute persons which amounted to 
6,493,000 rations at a cost of $1,417,554.07. 
To promote the disarmament of the 
Cuban volunteer army and in the inter- 
est of public jfEace there was disbursed 
$2,547,750, paid from the emergency fund 
provided for that purpose. Out of the 
Cuban Island revenues during ,the six 
months ending June 30,1899, $1,712,014.20 
was expended for sanitation; $293,881.70 
for charities and J»spitals, and $88,944.03 
for aid of the destitute. 


THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 


In response to the invitation of his 


majesty the Emperor of Russia a com- 
mission from the United States attended 
the peace conference at The Hague. 
The occasion seemed opportune for the 
serious consideration of a plan for the 
pacific adjustment of international dif- 
ferences and a deflnfce project for a 
permanent international tribunal. The 
final act of that conference, In short, pro- 
yided for maintenance of general peace, 
the exercise of good offices and media- 
tion, formation of commissions of In- 
quiry and International arbitration. The 
mediation provided for is purely volun- 
tary and advisory. 


THE ARMY. 


Since my last message and In obedi- 


ence to acts of congress the remaining 
volunteer force enlisted for the Spanish 
war has been discharged. Of the volun- 
teers 667 officers and 14,831 men serving 
in the Philippines and 1650 of the regu- 
lars, who were entitled to be mustered 
out voluntarily, remained at the front 
until their places could be filled by new 
troops. By virtue of the authority of 
congress the regular army has been In- 
creased, to 61,999 enlisted men and 2243 
officers, and new volunteer regiments 
have been organized aggregating 33,050 
men and 1524 officers. The force in Ma- 


nila now consists of i*s» omcers ana ' 
45,966 men. When the troops now under 
orders shall reach Manila the force will 
comprise 2051 officers and 63,483 men. ' 
The muster out of the great volunteer , 
army and the creation of a new army j 
has been the work of great magnitude, 1 
well and ably done, for which too much 
credit can u«*i be given the war depart- 
ment. During the year past th<> force 
in Cuba and Porto Rico has been re- 
duced to a total of 421 officers and 13,051 
men. 


THE NAVY. 


The message refers to the "spirit and 


high efficiency" which has characterized 
the service and the pride of the nation 
In its achievements. The president says 
the people will Justify liberal appropria- 
tions, and he unites with the secretary 
In recommending that congress enact 
such special legislation-as may be neces- 
sary to enable the department to make 
contracts early in the coming year for 
armor plate of the best quality that can 
be obtained in this country for' the 
Maine, Ohio and Missouri, and that the 
act limiting the price of armor to $300 
per ton be removed. 


PENSION DEPARTMENT. 


The pensioners of th« United States in 


all wars, June 30,189^ numbered 991,519. 
The number added during the year was 
40,991; the number dropped from 
all 


causes was 43,186. Claims disallowed 
numbered 107,919. The amount disbursed 
for army and navy pensions during the 
year was $138,355,052.95. which was $1,651,- 
461.61 less than the appropriations. The 
president, in accordance with the -wish 
of the national encampment, G. A. R., 
recommends the modification of the act 
of June 27, 1890, which prescribes the 
amount of Income that determines pen- 
sionable status of a dependent widow. 
The president recommends that the 
amount of income allowed independent 
of the proceeds of her daily labor should 
not be less than $250 per annum, and he 
urges that the congress shall so amend 
the act as to maks this provision. 


THE PHILIPPINES. 


The president introduces the subject 


With a reference to the treaty of paace 
between Spain and the United States 
under the provision of which the Philip- 
pine archipelago was ceded to the United 
States for $20,0^)0,000, and says: I have 
every reason to believe, and I sUH be- 
lieve, that this transfer of sovereignty 
was in accordance with the wishes and 
aspirations of the great mass of the 
Filipino people. From the earliest mo- 
ment no opportunity was lost of assur- 
ing the people of the islands of vur ar- 
dent desire for their welfare and of the 
intention of this government to do every- 
thing possible to advance their interests. 


The president quotes from various 


orders istmed to those in command of 
the United States military and naval 
forces at Manila to show that it was the 
object of the United States to protect 
the people and to establish a beneficent 
government, even before the treaty of 
peace was signed. After the treaty had 
been ratified, the message says, orders 
were sent to the commander to proclaim 
the kindly intention of the government 
and saying it was "most important that 
there should be no conflict with the in- 
surgents." The president then gives an 
account of the appointment of the Philip- 
pine commission who, assisted by Ad- 
miral Dewey and General Otis, were to 
"facilitate the most humane and effec- 
tive extension of authority throughout 
the islands," and says: But before their 
arrival in Manila the sinister ambition 
of a few leaders of the Filipinos had 
created a situation full o£ embarrass- 
ment for us and most grievous in its con- 
sequences to themselves. The clear and 
impartial preliminary report of the com- 
missioners which I transmit herewith 
gives so lucid and comprehensive a his- 
tory of the present Insurrectionary 
movement that the story need not be 
here repeated. It is enough to say that 
the claim of the rebel leader that he was 
promised independence by any officer of 
the United States in return for his as- 
aistance has no foundation in fact and is 
categorically denied by the very wit- 
nesses who were called to prove it. No 
sooner had our army captured Manila 
than the Filipino forces began to assume 
an attitude of suspicion and hostility 
which the utmost efforts of our officers 
and troops were unable to disarm or 
modify. Their kindness and forbear- 
ance were taken as a proof of cowardice. 
The aggressions of the Filipinos con- 
tinually increased until finally, just be- 
fore the time set by the senate of the 
United States for a vote upon the ureaty. 
an attack, evidently prepared <n ad- 
vance, was made all along the Ameri ;an 
lines, which resulted in a terribly de- 
structive and sanguinary repulse of the 
Insurgents. 


The president then gives the details 


of the uprising and slaughter proposed 
by the Insurgents in Manila, the success 
of which was prevented by General Otis, 
Into whose hands fell a copy of the order 
of the insurgent government, directing 
the massacre. This, the president says, 
was the unhappy condition of affairs 
which confronted our commissioners on 
their arrival in Manila. What they 
actually found can best be set forth in 
their own words: 


"Deplorable as war Is, the one In which 


we are now engaged was unavoidable 
by us. We were attacked by a bold, ad- 
venturous and enthusiastic army. No 
alternative was left to us except Igno- 
minous retreat. 


"It Is not to be conceived of that any 


American would have sanctioned the 
surrender of Manila to the insurgents. 
Our obligations to other nations and to 
the friendly Filipinos and to ourselves 
and our flag demanded that force should - 
be met by force. Whatever the future 
of the Philippines may be, there is no 
course 4>pen to us now except the prose- 
cution of the war until the insurgents 
are reduced to submission." 
j 


The course thus clearly indicated, says i 


the message, has tfeen unflinchingly pur- 
] 


sued. 
Civil government cannot be 


thoroughly established until order ia 
restored. 
Although operations have 


been somewhat interrupted and checked 
i>y a rainy season of unusual violence 
and duration, our soldiers have gained 
ground in every direction, and now look 
forward confidently to a speedy comple- 
tion of their task. 
The unfavorable 


circumstance* connected with an active 
campaign have not been permitted to in- 
terfere with the equally important work 
of reconstruction. 
Here, again, the 


president invites attention to the re- 
port of the commissioners for the in- i 
teresting and encouraging details of the , 
work already accomplished in the estab- ' 
lishment of peace and order, and the 
inauguration of self-governing munici- ' 
pal life In many portions of the archi- 
pelago. 
The system of government es- 


tablished in the Island of Negros, which 
was the first to accept American sover- 
eignty, la given in detail In the mes- 
sage. 


The president then says: Everything 


indicate* that with speedy suppression 
of the Tagalo rebellion, life in the 
archipelago will soon resume Its or- 
dinary course, under the protection of 
cur sovereignty, and the people of those 


favored island); will enjoy a prosperity 
and a freedom which they have never 
before known. 
Already hundreds of 


schools are open and filled with children. 
Religious freedom is sacredly assured 
and enjoyed. The courts are dispensing 
justice. 
Business Is beginning to cir- 


culate in its accustomed channels. 


The future government of the Philip- 


pines rests with the congress of tbe 
United States., 
Fewer graver re- 


sponsibilities have ever been confided to 
us. If we accept them in a spirit worthy 
of our rice and our tra'^'ons, a great 
opportunity comes wit i them. 
The 


islands lie under the shelter of our flag. 
They are ours by every title of law and 
equity. 
They cannot be abandoned. 


If we desert them we leave them at 
once to anarchy and finally to bar- 
barism. 
We fling them, a golden ap- 


ple of discord, among the rival powers, 
no one of which would permit another to 
seize them unquestioned. The sug- 
gestion has been made that we could 
renounce our authority over the islands, 
and, giving them independence, could re- 
tain a protectorate over them. 
The 


preposition will not be found, I am 
sure, worthy of your serious attention. 
Such an arrangement would involve at 
the outset a cruel breach of faith. 
It 


would place the peaceable and loyal ma- 
jority, who ask nothing better than to 
accept our authority, at the mercy of 
the minority of armed insurgents. 
It 


would make us responsible for the acts 
of the insurgent leaders, and give us 
no power to control them. 
It would 


charge us with the task of protecting 
them against each other, and defending 
them against any foreign power with 
which they chose to quarrel. 
In short, 


it would take from the congress of the 
United States the power of declaring 
war and invest that tremendous pre- 
rogative in the Tagal leader of the hour. 


It does not seem desirable that I 


should recommend at this time a spe- 
cific and final form of government for 
these islands. 
When peace shall be 


restored it will be the duty of congress 
to construct a plan of government, 
which shall establish and maintain free- 
dom and order and peace in the Phil- 
ippines. 
The insurrection is still ex- 


isting, and when it terminates further 
information will be required as to the 
actual condition of affairs before inau- 
gurating a permanent scheme of civil 
government. 
As long as the insurrec- 


tion continues the military arm must 
necessarily be supr?me. 
But there is 


no reason why steps should not be 
taken from time to time to inaugurate 
governments, especially popular in their 
form, as fast as territory is held and 
controlled by our troops. 
To this end 


I am considering the advisability of the 
return of the commissiftn, or such of the 
members thereof as can be secured, to 
aid the existing authorities and facili- 
tate this work throughout the islands. 
I have believed that reconstruction 
should not begin by the establishment 
of one central civil government for all 
the islands, with its seat at Manila, but 
rather that the work should be com- 
menced by building up from the bottom, 
first establishing municipal govern- 
ments, and then provincial governments, 
a central government at last to fol- 
•ow. 


Until congress shall have made)known 


the formal expression of Its will, I shall 
use the authority vested in me by the 
constitution and statutes to uphold the 
sovereignty of the United Staates in 
those distant Islands, as in all other 
places where our flag rightfully floats. 
I shall put at the disposal of the army 
and navy all the means which the lib- 
erality of congress and the people have 
provided to cause this unprovoked and 
wasteful insurrection to cease. 
If 


any orders of mine were required to 
insure the merciful conduct of military 
and naval operations, they would not 
be lacking, but every step of progress 
of our troops has been marked by a. 
humanit^ which has surprised even the 
misguided 
Insurgents. 
The truest 


kindness to them will be a swift and 
effective defeat of their present leader. • 
The hour of victory will be the hour of 
clemency and reconstruction- 


HAWAII. 


Concerning Hawaii, the message says: 


It is manifestly Important that an act 
shall be passed as speedily as possible 
erecting these islands into a judicial 
district, providing for the appointment 
of a judge and other proper officers, and 
methods of procedure in appellate pro- 
ceedings, and that the government of 
this newly acquired territory under tha 
federal constitution shall be fully de- 
fined and provided for. 


ALASKA, 


A necessity for immediate legislative 


relief exists in the territory of Alaska, 
Substantially the only law providing a 
civil government for this territory Is the 
act of May 7, 1884. This is meagre In 
its provisions, and Is fitted only for the 
administration of affairs in a country 
sparsely inhabited by civilized people 
and unimportant in trade and produc- 
tion, as was Alaska at the time this act 
was passed. 
There Is no authority, ex- 


cept in congress, to pass any law, no mat- 
ter how trivial. 
I see no reason 


why a more complete form of territorial 
organization should not be provided, em- 
bodying a system of laws providing for 
the incorporation and government of 
towns and cities having a certain popu- 
lation, giving them the power to estab- 
lish and maintain a system of educa- 
tion to be locally supported, and ord- 
inances providing for police, sanitary 
and other purposes. 


PORTO RICO. 


I recommend that legislation to the 


same end be had with reference to the 
-government of Porto Rico. 
The time 


is ripe for the adoption of a temporary 
form of government for this island. The 
system 
of civil jurisprudence now 


adopted by the people of this Island ia 
described by competent lawyers, who 
are familiar with It, as 
thoroughly 


modern and scientific, as far as it re- 
lates to matters of internal business, 
trade, production and social and pri- 
vate rights In general. The cities of the 
Island are governed under charters, 
which probably require little or no 
change. 
So, that with relation to mat- 


ters of local concern and private right, 
it is not probable that much, if any, leg- 
islation is desirable; but with reference 
to public administration and the rela- 
tions of the island to the federal govern- 
ment, there are many matters which are 
of pressing urgency. Since the cession 
Porto Rico has been denied the prin- 
cipal markets she has long enjoyed, and 
our tariffs have continued against 
her products as when she was under 
Spanish sovereignty. 


The markets of the United States 


should be opened up to her products. 
Our plain duty is to abolish all customs 
tariffs between the United States and 
Porto Rico, and give her products free 
access to our markets. 


It Is desirable that the government 


of the island under the law of belligerent 
right, now maintained through the de- 
partment 
of 
executive, should be 


superseded by the administration en- 
tirely civil in its nature. 
For present 


purposes I recommend that congress 
paps a law, tor the organization of a^ 


temporary government, which shall pn> 
vide for the appointment by the pres- 
ident, subject to confirmation by the 
senate, of a governor and such other 
officers as the general administration of 
'the island require, and that for legis- 
lative purposes, upon subjects of a local 
nature, not partaking of a federal 
character, a Wgislatlve council, com- 
posed partly of Porto Rlcans and part- 
ly of citizens «f the United States, shall 
be nominated and appointed by ih« 
president, subject to confirmation by 
the senate, their acts to be subject to the 
approval of the congress'or the president 
prior to going into effect. 
In the munic- 


ipalities and other local subdivisions, I 
recommend that the principle of local 
government be applied at once, so as to 
enable the Intelligent citizens of the 
Island to participate in their own gov- 
ernment, and to learn by pracRcal ex- 
perience the duties and requirements of 
a self-contained and self-governing peo- 
ple. 
I have not thought it wise to 


commit the government of the island 
to officers selected by the people, be- 
cause I doubt whether in habits, train- 
ing and experience, there are such as 
to fit them to exercise at once so large a 
degree of self-government, but it la my 
judgment and expectation that 
thufjr 


soon will arrive at an attainment of ex- 
perience and wisdom and self-control 
that will justify conferring upon them 
a much larger participation in the choice 
of their insular officers. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


Concerning the order of May 29,1809, 


amending the civil service laws, the 
president says: The principal purpose 
of the order was to except from com- 
petitive examination certain places in- 
volving fiduciary responsibilities or 
duties of a strictly confidential, scientific 
or executive character, which it was 
thought might better be filled by non- 
competitive examinations, or in the dis- 
cretion of the appointing officer than by 
open competition. All of the amend- 
ments had for their main object a more 
efficient and satisfactory administra- 
tion of the system of appointments es- 
tablished by the civil service law! The 
results attained show that under their 
operation the public service has im- 
proved. It is believed that the merit 
system has been greatly strengthened 
and its permanence assured. 


The 14th of December will be the 100th 


anniversary of the death of Washing- 
ton. 
I have been glad to learn that in 


many parts of the country the people 
will fittingly observe this historic anni- 
versary. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


Presented to this congress are great 


opportunities. With them come great 
responsibilities. The power confided to 
us increases the weight of our obliga- 
tions to the people, and we must be pro- 
foundly sensible of them as we contem- 
plate the new and grave problems which 
confront us. Aiming only at the public 
good, we cannor err. A right interpre- 
tation of the people's will and of duty 
cannot fail to insure wise measures for 
the welfare of the islands which have 
come under the authority of the United 
States and inure to the common inter- 
est and lasting honor of our country. 
Never has this nation had more abun- 
dant cause than during the past year for 
thankfulness to God for manifold bless- 
ings and mercies for which we make 
reverent acknowledgmi nt.

Thayer met with heavy resistance at 
Asingan, but finally chased the insur- 
gents and reported to Colonel Wessela 
of the Third cavalry, who sent Ma joe 
Swlgert with Troop G to support him. 
On the morning of the 13th Major Swl- 
gert sent Lieutenant Tbayer's troop to 
Blnaloiiau, where the natives told the 


' lieutenant that the Americans were at 


Sau Jacinto. Lieutenant Thayer took 
13 men and started for Manaoag, send- 
ing tbe remainder of his troop to Asin- 
gan. He found Manaoag deserted and 


j learned that the Americans had with- 
| drawn from San Jacinto and were then, 


at San Fabian. That afternoon he con- 
tinued on to San Jacinto, arriving 
there at 4 o'clock. Then he proceeded 
on to Mangaldan. 


While crossing a wide river within 


1,200 
yards of this point It was 'report-

seen right whales, but a diligent search*

whales in Norway has given profitable! 
employment to thousands of men la 
tbe past ten years. Whaling and seal- 
ing In the antarctic cannot however^ 
be made to pay tbe enormous expense, 
oi fitting out from Europe or Norttt 
America for so distant a huntingj 
ground.

Career and Chtracterfstics of the 


Khalifa Abdullah. 


TO HIS ENEMIES. 


Wholesale Mauacre of Hen, Women 


and Children Wa» Carried Out by 
HU Order*—Example of His Great 
Confidence In Hl> Own Porreri. 
How He Succeeded the llabdl. 
Khalifa Abdullah, who Is report- 


ed to have been killed In battle with 
General Wingate's force in the Sudan, 
belonged to the Taaisha section of the 
Baggaraa, which inhabit tlie country in 
the southwestern portion of Darfur. 
He had established a connection with 
the slave hunting Arabs when still 
quite a youth. He joined the Mahdi at 
the age of 35 and was then a slim and 
active, tliough powerfully built, man, 
but in the course of the last 15 years 
he became very stout, and his lightness 
of gait long since disappeared. Slatin 
Pasha described him at .the age of 50 
as looking considerably older, the hair 
of his beard being almost white. At 
times the expression of his face was 
one of charming amiability, but more 
generally It was one of dark sternness, 
In wlncli tyranny and unscrupulous 
resolution were unmistakably visible. 


He was rash and quick tempered, 


acting often without a moment's con- 
sideration, and when in this mood even 
his own brother dared not approach 
him. His nature was suspicious to a 
degree of every one, his nearest rela- 
tives and members of his household in- 
cluded. He was most susceptible fc> 
flattery and consequently received an 
Inordinate amount from every one. No 
one dared to speak to him without re- 
ferring 4n the most fulsome terms to 
his wisdom, power, Justice, courage, 
generosity and truthfulness. 


Abdullah's pride and confidence In 


his own powers were Indescribable. 
He firmly believed that he was capable 
of doing anything and everything, and, 
as he pretended to act under divine 
inspiration, he never hesitated to ap- 
propriate the merits of others as his 
own. 
For example, lie stated that 


the Mahdi's tomb, which had been 
built with immense labor and trouble 
by the former government architect, 
Ismail, had been designed by himself 
entirely in accordance with divinely 
Inspired plans. He ascribed Osman 
Wad Adam's victory over Abu Gem- 
maiza, as well as Zeki Tummal's over 
King John of Abyssinia, to the la- 
spired orders which he pretended he 
had Issued. His character was a 
strange mixture of malice and cruelty. 
He delighted to annoy and cause dis- 
appointment, and he was never hap- 
pier than when he had brought people 
to complete destitution by confiscating 
their property, throwing them injp 
chains, robbing families wholesale, 
seizing and executing all persons of 
tribal Influence and authority and re- 
ducing entire races to a condition of 
powerless Impotence. 


During the Mahdi's lifetime he was 


entirely responsible for the severity of 
the proceedings enacted in his name 
and for the merciless manner in which 
he treated his defeated enemies. It 
wafi Abdullah who gave the order for 
no quarter at the storming of Khar- 
tum, 
and it was he who subsequently 


authorized the wholesale massacre of 
the men, women and children. After 
the fall of that city it was he who, for 
the period of four days, declared the 
whole Sliaigia tribe to be outlaws. 
When distributing the captured wo- 
men and children, he was utterly re- 
gardless of their feelings. To separate 
children from their mothers and to 
make their reunion practically impossi- 
ble by scattering them among different 
tribes was his principal delight. 


Without the smallest rhyme or rea- 


son he caused the death of thousands 
of innocent people. During the horri- 
ble execution and mutilation of the 
Batahln he had been present and had 
looked with pleasure on the slaughter 
of his victims. His best friends and 
most faithful servants were victimized 
through his caprice, and he ruthlessly 
seized for himself their wives and 
daughters. 


When he was at the height of his 


power, Abdullah's dress consisted of a 
Jibba made of superfine white cotton 
cloth with a colored border, loose cot- 
ton drawers and on his bead a beauti- 
fully made Mecca silk skullcap, around 
which a small white turban was 
wound. Artund his body a narrow 
strip of cotton, about five yards long, 
called wassan, was worn, and a light 
shawl of the same material was 
thrown across his shoulders. He for- 
merly wore sandals, but latterly he 
had taken to wearing soft leather 
stockings of a light brown color and 
yellow shoes. When walking, he car- 
ried a sword in his left hand and In his 
right a beautifully worked Hadendoa 
spear, which he used as a jvalklng 
Btlck. He was invariably accompanied 
by 12 or 15 little boy slaves as his per- 
sonal attendants. 
F'or his bodyguard 


he selected a few of the sons of the 
best Jaalin families, fle created a per- 
sonal force of about 12,000 mea, who 
were quartered close to his own and 
his Bon's houses. 


When the Mahdi first declared him- 


self, he nominated three khalifas—Ab- 
dullah, All Wad Helu and Mohammed 
Sherlf—who were to succeed him In 
this, order If they survived. The Mahdi 
died from disease six months after the 
capture of Khartum and the death of 
Gordon, and on his death Abdullah 
succeeded, as arranged. From the mo- 
ment he took over the reins of govern- 
ment he did everything in his power to 
Increase his personal ascendancy and 
make it hereditary In his 'family. The 
mutinous Ashraf, who were related to 
the Mahdi, afforded him a welcome 
pretext for compassing their downfall, 
and he did not hesitate to possess hinv 
Belf of the black troops belonging to 
both his rival khalifas. He knew that 
he could not reckon on the Jaalin, 
Danagla, inhabitants of the Oezira, and 
other Nile valley tribes to support his 
authority. 
He therefore sent secret 


emissaries to the western Arabs to In- 
duce them to make a pilgrimage to the 
Mahdi's tomb and emigrate to the Nile 
valley. Tempted by glowing accounts, 
many of these tribes emigrated of their 
own free will to Omdurman. 


He thus slirrounded 'himself with 


hordes of strangers, who ousted the 


themselves absolute masters ot tne BS- 
uattom All offices and Important situa- 
tions were filled by them and bis own 
relatives, the majority, belonging to the 
Taafsha section. Almost the only on* 
of the old emirs left was Osmon Dlgna, 
and the reason for this waa that the 
eastern Arab tribesJie governed spoke 
a language wnicb was unknown to the 
western Arabs. 
Thus the Taalsha 


tribe acquired all the power and au- 
thority in the land, and they filled their 
pockets with the waning revenues of 
the impoverished Sudan. 


CAPE NOME MINER TALKS. 


Henderson De«cril>e» tie 


Hlcn Gold District of Alaska. 


William Henderson, a well known, 


experienced and reliable mining man, 
has returned to Butte, Mon., from 
Cape Nome, where he went to repre- 
sent a number of capitalists. 


'•While there may be some exag- 


gerated stories told of Cape Nome," 
said Mr. Henderson recently to a St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat reporter, "the 
country Is, strictly speaking, one of the 
richest gold bearing districts in the 
world. It is confidently expected that 
the output of gold from Cape Nome 
next year will exceed $10,000,000. 
Why, 
we get nuggets up there that 


carry from $200 to $500 in gold, and 
pans of dirt averaging ?40 are not at 
all uncommon. 


"The mines are situated about five 


miles from the town, in Anvil, Glacier, 
Snow, Buster and Dexter gulches. 
Snow gulch is only about a mile long 
and has but four locations, each 1,320 
feet long. Snow, Anvil and Dexter 
gulches yielded over $1,000,000 during 
the past summer, and about the sama 
amount was taken from the beach 
mines. About 700 or 800 men were em- 
ployed in tlie gulches, and over 2,000 
men were worked in the beach mines. 
The gold Is much coarser near the 
shore, which might lead one to believa 
thatj it came from the sea. The finest 
particles are found at the farthest 
point from the shore. There are two 
or three pay streaks. 
The gold Is 


found in a stratum of ruby sand. The 
bedrock consists of a stratum of clay. 


"Living expenses up there are high. 


A square meal costs $3 and a plain 
beefsteak $1.50. A small hpuse rents 
for $150 per month. Beef is 75 cents 
a pound, flour $100 per hanureuwelght 
and wood $40 a cord. Wages are high, 
each miner receiving $10 per day, Th* 
beach diggings have been staked out 
for miles, the pay streak extending 
about 45 miles along the beach. The 
farther out in the sea the miners gq 
the richer they find the diggings. One 
dredging plant is in operation at the 
mouth cf the creek and is turning out 
large quantities of gold. The sea Is so 
rough that it is doubtful If dredging 
plants as at present constructed can 
be operated successfully. 


"About a month ago there was an- 


other stampede from Cape Nome to 
Cape York and Cape Prince of Wales, 
located about 100 miles north of Cape 
Nome, but I understand gold In paying 
quantities was not discovered there ex- 
cept in a limited area."

DEIFTED INTO STOKY 


America'* Flrat President a Century 
After Hl» Death—How am America* 


i Girl Keeps Chriitmaa at Blenheim 
Palace—Picture of Whittier at BU 
Fire»lde—Coke For Locomotives. 
Apropos of the centenary of his death 


in December the editor of The Century 
comments thus upon the life and fame 
of the first president: 


It cau be said that not only the fame 


of Washington has greatened during 
the ceuuiry that has flown since his 
death, but the knowledge and imder-\ 
standing of him have likewise Inrgely 
Increased. The sculptor, Dauiel French, 
In the Washington that he has model- 
ed for the Paris monument, has ex- 
pressed the grandeur of his fame. 
Here, with sword and brow lifted to- 
ward heaven, he appears as a world 
hero. There Is something of the demi- 
god, of the creature of tradition, of 
myth, In attitude and aspect. 
<t 


To be sure, there was an unusual 


dignity about the person and reputa- 
tion of this hero, both during the time 
of his greatest activity and later in his 
career. 
There are none now living 


who can make direct report of the ef- 
fect of his presence upon beholders, 
but there are many who have had from 
those who saw him an account at first 
band of this effect. The present writ-1 
er can never forget a description of 
his appearance from the lips of an old | 
gentlewoman who had been one of the : 
band of children who strewed flowers 
before him at Trenton on bis way to 
his inauguration at New York. And, 
besides, there are many printed rec- 
ords of the dignity of his bearing and 
the impression of majesty produced up- 
on individuals and the multitude. 


As this country has grown, and as 


the importance of his work is more and 
more appreciated, and, too, as he re- 
cedes in distance, Washington's true 
proportions are appreciated, and he 
looms ever more grandly. Compared, 
Indeed, with the unselfishness of his 
actions and the nobility of his aims, 
most of the world's conquering heroes 
and makers of nations seem, in moral 
comparison, a herd of self seeking vul- 
garians. 


Yet, while he has Joined the ranks of 


the world's demigods, he has at the 
same time become nearer and more hu- 
man to us through a closer study of his 
personality. "The true Washington" is 
a no less dignified but much more sym- 
pathetic figure. If we know the fierce- 
ness of his anger, we honor all the 
more the power of hla self control. If 
we recognize the intensity of his love 
for country life (and something of a re- 
vival of the love for such a life makes 
the present generation more apprecia- 
tive of this amiable trait), still tha 
keener our sense of his sacrifice to duty 
In relinquishing that life for the camp 
and the halls of government. 


In order to exalt the wisdom of 


Washington and to Insist upon the im- 
portance of his farewell advice to his 
people it is not necessary to impute 
to him supernatural enlightenment. 
And yet, so clear and right was his 
thinking on themes of government and 
so valuable have proved his principles 
In operation, that he would be a rash 
counselor vr!io would call for the utter 
disregard of any one of these princi- 
ples. Certainly as to the conditions to 
which his advice directly applied, 
events have proved that he saw not 
only deeply, but far. At what point any 
of his specific views may cease to be of 
service as a present guide it will be 
difficult indeed to determine, and there 
will always be danger that a wave of 
sentiment may at any time drive a not 
phlegmatic people from moorings aft- 
erward found to be the safest. 


The first installment of a series of 


letters that passe'd between Whittier 
and Gail Hamilton is published for 
the first time in The Ladies' Home 
Journal. In one letter (written, how- 
ever, to a friend) Gall Hamilton gives 
this interesting glimpse of Whittier at 
home: 


"Imagine Whittier and me sitting to- 


gether one whole day and two even- 
ings, talking all the time and then re- 
peating it! * * * One of the brass 
knobs on the Franklin stove was loose 
and came off in my hand. I turned it 
over and remarked upon its bright- 
ness. 
He said, 'Now, 'doesn't thee 


know that thee is making work?' 
'How?' I asked. 'Why, destroying the 
brightness by handling it' I rubbed 
it with my handkerchief and asked the 
housekeeper if I had made her any 
work.. 'Oh,' she said, 'you make me 
no work! Mr. Whittier always takes 
care of these brasses himself.' That 
accounted, I said, for his anxiety and 
dismissed mine, for I did not think a 
man generally had any more work to 
do than was good for him. * * * 
The little balls of the trimming of my 
dress kept coming off and were lying 
around on the floor. I picked one tip 
Just as I was coming away and said, 
•There, I will give you that as a keep- 
sake.' He laughed and said he had 
two In his pocket already. * * * He 
told some company in the evening that 
I had talked so much it bad made him 
hoarse."

"His ' 
grace and the duchess have ready j 
loaded up a great van, heaped with all 
sorts of gifts, and they follow the van ' 
all through its rounds in their own car- 
riage to give out the things themselves 
instead of sending them, as you might 
think such highborn persons would do, !

from coal to coke burners.

MUSKMELONS IN WINTER. 


GroTrth In Utah of a Fruit 


Introdnced There From Turkestan. 
The department of agriculture at 


Washington has Introduced into the 
United States a winter muskmelon 
from Turkestan, and experiments with 
it prove that it will readily grow in 
£arts of the country. The public will 
be glad to welcome this delicious fru.it 
to the markets, as people have been 
obliged in past years to pay as much 
as §1.50 for melons imported from 
Spain, which are about the size of our 
cantaloupes and without the high flavor 
and crispness of the Tnrkestan melon. 


The melons were distributed.to grow- 


ers in the southwest and In Utah in the 
Green river valley. In the southwest 
they were a failure, but in the Green 
river valley they averaged from 12 to 
15 pounds and are reported as superior 
to the imported stock, according to the 
New York Sun. One peculiarity of 
this new fruit is that It must be pulled 
from the vines about the time of the 
first frost, and put away in storage. 
The longer the melons are kept the bet-, 
ter they are; they mellow with age. 
At the time of picking they have a 
taste like cucumbers and reach their 
foil flavor about Jan. 1.

Bow Some of the Noted Men aad Wo- 


men Who Have Conquered tb* 
World of Letter* Came to Invad* 
the Domain of Fiction. 
There is an unfailing fascination In 


the story of the beginnings of brilliant 
careers, and especially of the careers 
ef men and women who have con- 
quered the world of readers, and have 
won fame and fortune in the difficult 
path of letters. 


One of the most successful of literary 


partnerships had its origin Is a casual 
supper conversation at a Bohemian 
club. Walter Besant and James Rice, 
both young men of literary ambitions, 
were discussing one. of Dickens' novels, 
when Rice said, casually: "If I give 
you the plot of a story, Besant, will 
you write it?" "I don't mind trying," 
Besant answered; and within a few 
weeks the first of a brilliant series 
of novels was under way. 


Rider Haggard was reading for the 


bar in the early eighties with, an eye 
on the woolsack, and no dream of the 
career in fiction that awaited him, 
when it occurred to him, as a recrea- 
tion from the dry bones of the law, to 
weave a story out of his South African 
experiences. To his surprise and de- 
light the story flowed fluently under 
his pen, a$d finally assumed ample 
shape as "The Witch's Head." That 
it was not a success mattered little; 
foi it had shown him his true metier, 
and paved the way for "King Solo- 
mon's Mines," and all the gold they 
yielded. 


It was only when briefs resolutely 


declined to drift to tis chambers thai 
Anthony Hope Hawkins, a young bar- 
rister, in all the modified glory of an 
untarnished wig, turned his thoughts 
to the pen to while away the hours of 
waiting for solicitors who never came. 
It was thus that he wrote "A Man of 
Mark," which was rather suggestive of 
future distinction than productive of 
present profit. But fame came quicker 
than briefs after all, and his "Prisoner 
of Zenda," four years later, gave him 
all the start he desired. 


Grant Allen had wooed science to lit- 


tle pecuniary purpose for many years 
before he was tempted to stray into fic- 
tion, for which he never had much 
respect. Perhaps no one was as sur- 
prised as himself to find that he could 
write a story quite as cleverly as a sci- 
entific treatise, and while "Physio- 
logical Aesthetics" brought him repute 
as a, man of science, "Philistia" point- 
ed the way to gold, which in these days 
of stress is so much better. The science 
which he designed for a staff became a 
recreation, but his heart was in It rath- 
er than in his novels., 


M. Zola was tying up parcels in 


Hachette's publishing house when he 
was tempted to read one of Flaubert's 
novels. Much as the young packer was 
impressed 
with its cleverness, he 


thought he could write a novel quite as 
good, and he immediately set to work 
with the results known equally to the 
world and his bankers. 


It was the memory of nis long tramps 


through the Australian bush that turn- 
ed Guy Boothby's thought to fiction. 
He had new material full of interest to 
the reading world. Why not present it 
in the marketable form of a novel? 
The suggestion took 'shape in "On the 
Wallaby," and the world knows what 
that led to. 


With Morley Roberts it was the 


same. He had for many yeais led a 
life of adventure, which was strangef 
than fiction, in every part of the world, 
and In all characters from cowboy to 
common seaman. It was easy from 
such rich material to weave the "West- 
ern Averaus," the first of his long se- 
ries of thrilling romances. 


Jerome K. Jerome's Bohemian life 


and stage experiences suggested to 
him the idea of his first venture in let- 
ters, "On the Stage and Off," as at 
least a variant from teaching, clerk's 
work and acting, which had made up 
his precarious existence for some 
years; and when Mr. Zangwill grew 
sick of teaching the three R's to young 
Jews, what more natural than, witij 
his skill with the pen, he should weava 
a story of the "Children of the 
Ghetto," although this was not his first ' 
venture in literature? 


Marie Corelli had no thought of fie- j 


tion when she was training for the 
career of a musician and composer; 
and it was a strange psychical ex- 
perience that turned her thoughts to 
the pen and Inspired her "Romance of 
Two Worlds," which took novel read- 
ers by stonn. 


It was loneliness and weird inspira- 


tion of the South African veldt that 
Impelled Olive Schreiner, a. dreamy girl 
in her teens, to speak her thoughts on 
paper in "Tme Story of an African 
Farm." 


Mrs. Hodgson Burnett was only a 


schoolgirl, busy with her books, when 
a group of factory girls streamed past 
the window through which she waa 
gazing. One of them, unlike the rest, 
a tali, striking girl, arrested her at- 
tention; and it was around this slngls 
figure, seen for a moment, that she 
wrote her beautiful story, "That Lass 
o' Lowrie's."

j band. From the highways and byways 


scurrying people appeared. To witness 
his first step outside the door a thou- 
sand goggling, affectionate eyes watch- 
ed. 


"There!" cried the general, In half 


comic despair—I cannot think altogeth- 
er displeased. "It's all over; we are 
found out Well, well! They must have 
their own way." 


It was the "general" they waited to 


see, not the president They lined the 
roadway from house to barge, record- 
ing every movement in observant 
brains. (A distinguished man can nev- 
er know which of his audience is to be 
his biographer. It may be one of the 
"supers" on the stage rolling off the 
carpets.) 
The thunder of artillery 


could not drown the living shout that 
rose from the throats of the people as 
Washington was borne off with the 
rise and fall of the oars gleaming in 
the cheerful sun.

The democratic city convention last 


evening left the mayorality nomina- 
tion vacant, placed six council candi- 
dates m the field, en'dorsed the repub- 
lican candidates for school committee, 
renominated the present chairman of 
the board of assessors, and substituted 
the name of C. A. Parker for library 
trustee after getting ready to endorse 
Principal 
Murdock, 
the republican 


nominee. 


The convention was one of the quiet- 


est on record, and none of the promised 
excitement from the "opposition" in 
ward 1, or the anticipated discussion 
on the question ol a mayorality candi- 
date developed. Only one or two little 
incidents, like the naming of John 
Parker instead of C. A. Parker, and 
the discussion concerning endorsements 
kept the delegates Interested while 
they were going: through the formality 
of voting for men, whose names other 
delegates had presented. 


In anticipation of something more 


lively there was a good sized crowd of 
spectators in the court room when 
chairman Crowley of the city commit- 
tee called the convention to order 
promptly at 8 o'clock. He started to 
read the call, but this grew tire:n.r.e, 
and J. H. Mack moved that the read- 
ing be dispensed with. Mr. Mack then 
moved that C. E. Whitney be made 
chairman and this was done. A. W. 
Chippendale moved that Fred Meer- 
worth be made secretary. A creden- 
tial committee was appointed consist- 
ing of W. H. Broderick, A. W. Chip- 
pendale and John H. Flaherty, and re- 
ported that 32 delegates out of the 
total of 35 were present. 


Chairman Whitney then called for 


nominations for mayorality candidate. 
There was a pause of several seconds, 
and then T. J. Crowley rose to move 
that the convention pass by the nomi- 
nation for mayor. 
This was done 


unanimously Snd without discussion. 


For councilmen, it was moved that 


nomine lions be presented by wards, A. 
W. Chippendale suggesting this. The 
wards were called, and the following 
men were named: Thomas C. O'Con- 
nor from ward 1; William McGilpin 
from ward 2, named by Martin Curley; 
David Bonner from ward 3, named by 
M. H. Ford; Patrick 
J. Ryan from 


ward 4, named by W. H. Broderick; 
Fred White from ward 5, namod by A. 
W. Chippendale; James Fitzsimmons 
from ward 7, named by James Mack. 


When ward 6 was called for, John H. 


Mack rose and called on someone to 
nominate Col. John I. LeRoy, as he be- 
lieved that the colonel would run. Be- 
fore anyone from, ward 6 could make 
the nomination, however. Col. LeRoy 
rose and-said that with all due respect, 
he should be forced to withdraw his 
name from consideration, as even in. 
case he should be elected, his physical 
condition might not allow him to at- 
tend to- the duties of councilman. 


It was then decided to vote for each 


of the proposed candidates by a show 
of hands, and every delegate raised his 
right hand six times while the six men 
named were made candidates. 


Mr. Chippendale called attention to 


the fact that E. S. Wilkinson/a place in 
the council would be vacant before tha 
election, and it might be well to put a 
man in the field to succeed him at the 
convention. This suggestion was not 
acted on till later, however. 


Candidates for assessor were called 


for and Mr. Crowley placed the name 
of Cortland G. Bartlett before the con- 
vention for nomination, with a few 
words expressing the satisfaction of 
the party with the showing that Mr. 
Bartlett had made during his past ser- 
vice in the office. There was no oppo- 
sition and Mr. Bartlett was nominated. 


For library trustee James Mack pro- 


posed the name of Principal F. F. Mur- 
dock, and this was seconded. Just a- 
the vote wag about to be put, how- 
ever, M. J. Kelly rose and called for a 
halt. He said there were other parties 
in the field, and he did not think it 
was necessary for the democrats to en- 
dorse a 
republican candidate. 
He 


wished to place the name of John 
Parker in the field. There was a small 
sensation at this Introduction of such 
a well known republican name, but 
someone quickly suggested that he 
meant C. A. Parker, and Mr. Kelly 
said he did.

were unanimously made candidates of 
the party.

also to fill the nominations in view of 
the fact that Mr. Wilkinson's place In 
the council might be vacant before 
election. The chairman appointed on 
this committee C. W. Gallup, A. W. 
Chippendale and M. H. Ford. The 
convention then adjourned.

friends, and so the story goes on. When 
the original five coupons are checked in 
the- original purchaser is entitled to a 
skirt It can be readily seen that the 
company receives $6.25 for each skirt 
sent out, and ag no one is supposed to 
pay but 25 cents it can be just aa 
readily seen that some one must lose 
something out of tha scheme In the 
end.
